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‘Bomb’ thrown 
at ex-boyfriend

A YOUNG woman 
has been locked up 
after throwing a 
petrol bomb at her 
ex-boyfriend. 

Abbigail Munks, 20, was 
sent to a young offenders’ 
institution after she 
admitted affray in a 
Newmarket car park. 

Ipswich Crown Court 
heard that Munks, of Laceys 
Lane, Exning, threw a 
blazing bottle filled with 
petrol at her former 
boyfriend Rob Gillett. 

She was enraged by 
remarks posted on the 
Facebook social networking 
site under the heading “Get 
Abbigail Munks out of 
Newmarket”. 

The incident happened 
on the evening of April 28 in 
Newmarket’s Guineas centre 
car park where Munks had 
earlier tried to set fire to a 
jacket owned by Mr Gillett 
in front of him and his 
friends. 

She left the jacket, which 
she had since they split up, 
scorched on the ground in 
the car park and drove off.

Kate Stevenson, prose¬ 
cuting, said shortly 
afterwards Mr Gillett was 
standing by a friend’s Ford 
Escort car when a bottle, 
described as “a ball of 
flames”, was thrown. 

It rolled under the car and 
emerged the other side still 
burning fiercely and set fire 
to one of Mr Gillett’s friends’ 
trousers. 

The man was not hurt 
and the flames were quickly 
extinguished but the petrol 
in the bottle continued to 
burn. 


Munks was later arrested 
and told police she had not 
intended to hurt anyone. 

Miss Stevenson said that 
Munks had committed the 
offence just six months after 
being given a 12-month sus¬ 
pended sentence at Notting¬ 
ham Crown Court for hitting 
a nightclub customer in the 
face with a glass. 

Juliet Donovan, 

mitigating, said that Munks 
was now very remorseful 
and accepted that the car 
park incident had been 
“very serious”. 

Miss Donovan said that 
Munks had “snapped” 
because of the comments 
being posted about her, 
some under the heading 
“Get Abbigail Munks out of 
Newmarket”. 

She added: “It was led by 
sheer anger about emails 
and bullying, She couldn't 
take any more.” 

Sentencing Munks to a 
total of two years, including 
activating the suspended 
sentence to run con¬ 
currently, Judge John Holt 
said it was “remarkable” that 
no-one had been injured or 
serious damage caused 
when she had thrown what 
he described as a “Molotov 
Cocktail” into the car park.

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Police seek 
alley attacker 

A TEENAGE girl was left 
shaken after she was 
pushed against a wall in 
an alleyway by a young 
man.

An inquest into his death 
was formally opened 
and adjourned to a 
future date.

Plan for extra 
PCSO rejected 


COUNCILLORS have 
dropped plans to pay 
£15,000 for an extra 
community police off¬ 
icer. 

Members of Newmarket 
Town Council have voted by a 
majority against giving the 
cash for an additional police 
community support officer in 
town. 

The council previously 
supported the move after 
being told by police repres¬ 
entatives that the additional 
PCSO would be able to take on 
tasks set by the council. 

But councillors voted 
against giving the cash after 
hearing that other councils 
were dissatisfied with the 
service they were getting from 
funded PCSOs. 

The £15,000 would have 
added five per cent on the 
town council’s budget. But Cllr 
Jane Bailey, the mayor, said it

would have added only 
pennies to individual tax bills. 

The scheme would have 
been “match-funded” with 
additional cash coming from 
Suffolk police authority to pay 
for equipment and training for 
the officer. 

Cllr Bailey said the authority 
only matched funding on a 
limited number of appoint¬ 
ments each year. 

She said there was a six- 
month “get out” clause if the 
council was not satisfied with 
the way the scheme was 
working. 

But Cllr Richard Fletcher 
said other councils which had 
paid for a PCSO were unhappy 
with the service they were 
getting. 

He said that Stowmarket 
council had questioned the 
value for money of the scheme 


and suggested that the PCSO 
was spending too much time 
“walking around” with a police 
constable. 

He said that other parish 
councils had said the benefits 
were “questionable” and 
nearby Haverhill town council 
had decided against funding a 
PCSO. 

Cllr Bill Burch said: “I feel 
this is something that the 
people of Newmarket should 
not be asked to do. People 
already pay for the police 
through their council tax.” 

Cllr Mick Jefferys, deputy 
mayor, said he was astonished 
at Cllr Fletcher’s interpretation 
of the response from other 
councils. 

He said he felt most of the 
councils had given a “positive 
response”. 

But a majority of town 
councillors voted against 
paying for the additional 
police officer. 


Railway station could re-open 


SOHAM Railway Station could 
be re-opened, it has been 
announced. 

After 44 years of closure and 
decades of vigorous cam¬ 
paigning, the town’s station 
could be up and running again. 

The move comes after the 
European Union announced it 
was giving £8million to 
improve the Felixstowe to 
Nuneaton line. 

In a bid to move direct 
freight away from London in 
time for the 2012 Olympics, 
Network Rail will also be 
repairing existing stations up 
and down the country 

Soham’s station is one of 
those that could be set for the 
revamp. 

Leading businessman in the 
town, Charles Warner, said the 
announcement is a long- 


awaited “boost” for Soham. 

Mr Warner said: “This is 
excellent news. 

“It will put Soham firmly on 
the map and bring increased 
prosperity to the town well 
ahead of the Soham Master- 
plan. This is the boost that the 
town has needed for a long 
time. 

“By reinstating this key 
commuter link, Soham 
becomes a viable location for 
new businesses, and people 
who need to commute will see 
it as an attractive place to live.” 

The town’s railway station 
opened in 1879 when the Ely to 
Newmarket railway line was 
built, and for many years was a 
focal point of the town. 

But on June 2, 1944, a 
consignment of bombs 
travelling through the town 


caught fire and blew up part of 
the station. 

The station was never rebuilt 
but a platform was and services 
ran to Cambridge again. 

However, in 1965 the station 
was finally closed down, 
instigated by Dr Beeching’s 
plan to close stations all over 
the county. 

A Network Rail spokesman 
said: “East Cambridgeshire 
District Council has an 
aspiration for a new station at 
Soham. We are happy to exp¬ 
lore the options further with 
the council and the train 
operator. 

“However more detailed 
discussions and studies would 
need to take place before a 
decision could be taken about 
whether it would be feasible or 
not.” 
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Christmas 
tree hole to 
cost £1,300 


PLANS to switch 
Newmarket’s 
Christmas tree to a 
new location have 
been delayed for a 
year after councillors 
learned that a new 
hole would have to 
be dug - at a cost of 
£1,300. 

The town’s Christmas 
tree was due to switch 
from its usual position in 
the High Street at Rutland 
Hill to a new site next to 
the historic Clocktower on 
a new paved area created 
as part of the changes to 
the road layout earlier this 
year. 

But the 25ft Norwegian 
spruce tree, donated 
annually by Elveden 
Estates, has been installed 
in its usual position after 
the town council learned it 
would cost £1,300 to make

a manhole for the 
installation at the new 
location. 

Members of the town 
council’s leisure services 
committee recommended 
that the cash is spent in 
February to make a 
manhole for the tree so 
that it can be moved to the 
new site for Christmas 
2010 . 

The town council 
agreed with the recom¬ 
mendation at a meeting 
on Monday to spend the 
money to create the new 
location for the tree. 

New lights for the tree 
this year have been paid 
for by Cllr Lisa Chambers, 
who represents New¬ 
market and Red Lodge on 
Suffolk County Council, 


using her local budget. 

Forest Heath District 
Council also supported 
the purchase of the new 
lights. 

Last year there was 
controversy when night 
club De Niro’s refused to 
pay for the electricity to 
power one of the town’s 
Christmas light displays 
across the High Street. 

But now the Masonic 
Lodge, on the opposite 
side of the road, has 
agreed to pay the £100 
electricity bill for 
powering the lights during 
the Christmas and New 
Year period. 

Another shop which 
usually sponsors one of 
the strings of lights has 
told the council it cannot 
pay the electricity charge 
this year and has asked to 
be given a £100 refund.

Is demand for 
housing there? 

Sir, I would like to comment on 
the scheme being put forward for 
the Hatchfield Farm development 
of 1,200 houses {Weekly News, 
November 19). 

I have a copy of a report in the 
Daily Mail of February 17,2009, in 
which Lord Derby is quoted as 
saying he will only build these 
houses if the demand is there. 

Can the local framework 
development group quantify that 
the requirement is there? 

If you look around there are so 
many empty properties and 
incomplete developments in the 
town and surrounding area that it 
seems ludicrous to even envisage 
a huge new additional 
development. 

This is not to forget, of course, that 
the local infrastructure at present 
cannot cope with the town’s 
requirements. 

Further on in your report you 
comment on a forward plan 
already in the pipeline of building 
houses on the Lampton field 
together with a large newTesco. 
Initially, is the Lampton field not 
for public use? 

Reviewing past planning 
applications back in 1976 the then 
district planning authority 
rejected out of hand the building 
of houses on the Lampton field on 
the basis that it would cause too 
much traffic and was close to an 
industrial area. 

Yet here we are 30 years on, with 
traffic in the town already at 
saturation point, planning on 
going against that decision. 

Further, in 1998, Tesco withdrew 
plans for extensions etc. 

Maybe we do need more 
competition for Tesco but on the 
adjacent Oaks Drive there is 
plenty of room for further 
development. 

One could ask if our planning 
officers ever go back on their 
records and check for previous 
applications and review them? 
Obviously not.

Free parking 
will help trade 

Sir, Since the introduction of parking 
charges in Newmarket it has seemed 
relatively easy to park in The 
Guineas; too easy, I feel, and it 
suggests either that people are not 
coming to Newmarket or are parking 
elsewhere, such as in side streets. 

It seems that there are plans that the 
top floor of the The Guineas car park 
might be used ‘for something else’, 
which suggests that this floor is 
surplus to parking requirements, 
which might lead one to believe that 
there are no side street parking 
problems. This could lead one to 
wonder why Forest Heath District 
Council is spending £60,000 on a 
residents’ parking zones survey. 
Admittedly, the Rookery car park 
used to get packed with long stay 
parkers. Charges seem to have got 
rid of quite a few of those. One might 
ponder where they have gone - 
seemingly not to the park and ride 
by Tesco. 

Of course, long stay parkers are most 
likely workers in shops and 
businesses, the people who, along 
with the racing industry, are the 
heart of Newmarket. 

I feel provision needs to be made for 
long stayers, say the top floor of The 
Guineas, at least, with the remainder 
allowing a maximum stay of four 
hours between 8am and 6pm, for 
free. 

Presumably an aim of residents’ 
parking zones is to try to force 
people to use the car parks or P&R. I 
fancy they might need to have 
residents’ parking zones everywhere 
to achieve this. One might be 
amazed how far people will go to 
avoid paying car park charges and it 
could be too much to expect a 


proper transport strategy. 

We need long, medium and short 
stay parkers, to keep the shops and 
businesses working, lest Newmarket 
dies. Only dead towns have empty 
car parks. 

Comparing car park income and 
expenditure accounts for 2004/05, 
when parking was free, to 2008/09, 
reveals some interesting statistics 
about the costs of actually charging 
for parking. 

The proposed increase in charges is 
not to cover the costs of parking but 
to cover the costs of charging for 
parking. The accounts studied by the 
Lib Dems show that free parking 
costs no more, maybe less, than 
charging for parking. 

I consider that increasing charges 
would actually decrease income, not 
only of car park monies but also of 
the spend in town. 

In the current economic climate now 
is not the time to shackle or impede 
Newmarket businesses. It is much 
better, I believe, to encourage 
residents and visitors to use the town 
and make it more financially viable 
by returning to free parking.

Assaults against 
999 crews rise 


ALMOST 100 ambulance staff 
were assaulted in 2008/9, new 
figures reveal. 

The statistics show there were 95 
assaults on East of England Amb¬ 
ulance Service (EEAS) staff during the 
year - up 13 per cent on the 84 att¬ 
acks which took place in the same 
period 12 months earlier. 

And 15 of this year’s attacks took 
place in Cambridgeshire, according to 
the NHS Security Management Ser¬ 
vice. 

Nationally, there were 1,240 assaults 
on ambulance staff in 2008-9. 

The figures were branded “comp¬ 
letely unacceptable” by ambulance 
chiefs. 

Neil Storey, interim associate 
director of accident and emergency 
services for EEAS, said: “The ability of

our staff to work safely and 
unhindered is paramount, and we 
consider any violence against them to 
be completely unacceptable. 

“We encourage staff to report every 
instance of aggression they encounter 
in the line of duty so that appropriate 
action can be taken against anyone 
who has attacked them. 

“We also train our staff to undertake 
a risk assessment of every situation 
they attend.” 

There is no county breakdown of the 
number of assaults for 2007/8, but 
there were 48 assaults on ambulance 
staff across Cambridgeshire, Norfolk 
and Suffolk during the period. 

EEAS is now working with the NHS 


Security Management Service in a bid 
to prevent attacks. 

Mr Storey said: “It is disappointing 
that the number of assaults on our 
staff in 2008/9 has increased from the 
previous year, but this may reflect 
better awareness among staff of the 
importance of reporting incidents. 

“We sincerely hope that the numb¬ 
ers of assaults will drop in the future.” 

He added: “The vast majority of 
people are supportive of the amb¬ 
ulance service, but unfortunately there 
are still those few people who obstruct 
our staff as they try to go about their 
work helping people around the 
region. 

“We would ask those individuals to 
think through the potentially tragic 
consequences of their actions before 
they assault an ambulance crew.” 


Birthday drink after work leads to driving ban 


A DRINK-DRIVER was 
caught by police who 
noticed his car had a faulty 
front light and he was not 
wearing a seat belt. 

Mark Smith, 23, had 56 
micrograms of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of breath after he 
was stopped in Wellington 


Street, Newmarket. The legal 
limit is 35mcg. 

Smith, of High Street, 
Newmarket, admitted drink¬ 
driving. 

Bury St Edmunds magist¬ 
rates fined him £100 plus a 
£15 victim surcharge and 


£50 prosecution costs. They 
banned him for 12 months, 
which he can reduce by 
three months if he goes on a 
drink-drive rehab course. 

Shini Cooksley, pros¬ 
ecuting, said police stopped 
Smith driving a Ford Escort 
just after midnight on 


Friday, October 30. 

Smith told the court he 
had had a “quick drink” after 
work for a friend’s birthday.

CONSERVATION 
bodies have drop¬ 
ped their objec¬ 
tions to a major 
road scheme just 
before the start of a 
public inquiry. 

The Royal Society for 
the Protection of Birds 
and Natural England 
had opposed plans for 
making the All 
between Barton Mills 
and Thetford into a dual 
carriageway 

They were concerned 
about the effect on the 
habitat of the rare stone 
curlew which breeds in 
the Breckland area 
where the road would 
cut through. 

A public inquiry into 
the plans for the nine- 
mile stretch of road 
began on Tuesday. 

Work on the long- 
awaited dualling of the 
last single-carriageway 
stretch of the All is 
expected to start late in 


2010. It is expected to 
cost between £106 
million and £147 
million. 

The two organisations 
were concerned that the 
rare bird, whose 
numbers have been 
picking up as a result of 
conservation measures, 
could be harmed by the 
new road. 

But they have now 
withdrawn their objec¬ 
tion. 

fohn Sharpe, RSPB 


conservation manager 
in eastern England said: 
“The urgency with 
which the Highways 
Agency has approached 
the critical issue of the 
proposal’s impact on 
nesting stone curlews 
has been welcome and 
we are confident that 
the proposed mitigation 
measures are adequate.” 

Shaun Thomas, 
Natural England’s East 
of England director, 
said: “Two thirds of the 


UK population of stone 
curlew breed within 
easy reach of this 
section of road, and 
these birds are highly 
sensitive to disturbance. 

“Natural England has 
worked closely with the 
RSPB and the Highways 
Agency to agree 
proposals for the 
creation of a large area 
of additional suitable 
habitat to protect these 
interests and provide 
other benefits for 
wildlife.” 

The inquiry, at 
Elveden Village Hall, will 
include alternative 
proposals for the road - 
including one proposed 
by retired engineer 
Peter Sturgeon, who 
lives in Mildenhall, and 
one suggested by the 
Elveden Estate. 

The Highways Agency 
announced on Friday 
that it had selected Birse 
Civils as main 
contractor to design 
and build the new road 
- due to be completed 
by 2013.

HEROIC cancer 
fundraiser Liam 
Fairhurst has been 
given a prestigious 
posthumous award. 

The inspirational 
14-year-old, who 
lived in Soham, 
raised more than 
£350,000 for 
children’s cancer 
charity CLIC Sargent 
while battling the 
disease himself. 

After a three-year 
battle, including fight¬ 
ing tumours in his leg 
and lung, Liam died 
on July 1 this year. 

Thousands of 
people, including 
Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown, paid 
tribute to the brave 
teenager. 

Liam’s parents, 
Mark and Sarah, were 
at 11 Downing Street, 
London, on Tuesday 
to collect the 10th 
Anniversary Gold 
Diana Award for Extra 
Mile Achievers in his 
honour. 

The ceremony was 
headed by the chan¬ 
cellor, Alistair Darling, 
the Prime Minister’s 
wife Sarah Brown and 


X-Factor star Diana 
Vickers. 

Liam was among 
10 youngsters to 
receive the award as 
it celebrates its 
milestone 10th 
anniversary this year. 

The award 
recognises people’s 
immense impact on 
society. 

Following his 
death, Liam’s family 
described him as a 
“beacon of hope”, 
while CLIC Sargent 
hailed his “deter¬ 
mination and 
courage”. 

Liam’s bravery 
earned him plaudits 
such as meetings 
with Prince William 
and the Prime 
Minister, the accolade 


of Child of Courage at 
the Pride of Britain 
Awards, and the title 
of Most Courageous 
Child at the 
Cambridge News 
Community Awards. 

Liam began his 
fundraising campaign 
in December 2006 
when his best friend 
and fellow cancer 
sufferer, Jack Wilkin¬ 
son, died at the age 
of 12. 

In March 2007, 
Liam was diagnosed 
with cancer in his 
lung - but 
immediately set a 
fundraising target of 
£ 100 , 000 . 

He smashed his

Villagers need 
£20,000 to fight 
truck stop plan 


VILLAGERS are trying 
to raise £20,000 to 
fight a controversial 
scheme to build a 
truck stop on the A11. 

The proposals for a new 
cafe and parking area at 
Red Lodge were rejected by 
district councillors earlier 
this year. 

Now the farm business 
which is proposing the 
scheme has lodged an 
appeal which will be 
considered at a public 
inquiry. 

People living in Red 
Lodge and other nearby 
villages want to raise the 
money to fight their case at 
the inquiry - expected to be 
held next year. 

The cash will help pay for 
a planning consultant to 
represent the village and 
other villages which would 
be affected. 

The campaigners have 
argued that “what is left of 
our rural life will be gone 
forever” if the truck stop is

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built. 

They are concerned that 
lorries will “rat run” 
through rural roads to get 
to the truck stop - even 
though it will be beside the 
All’s northbound 

carriageway on what is 
currently about 7.5 acres of 
farm land. 

Forest Heath District 
Council planners said the 
scheme was acceptable - 
subject to a legal 
agreement with the land 
owners - the Colonel PV 
Upton Estates 1965 
Settlement. 

The plans were put 
forward as a replacement 
for the existing truckers’ 
cafe in the village. 

But councillors voted to 
reject the planning 
application, in April, on the 
grounds of increased lorry 
use of minor roads in the 
area. 


They also ruled that the 
development of a 
greenfield site outside the 
specified development area 
was contrary to council 
policies. 

The villagers have 
appealed for donations 
towards fighting the appeal. 

Ian Harris, chairman of 
the Red Lodge Eye 
community association, 
said: “There is a deadline 
for submissions to the 
planning inspectorate of 
Wednesday, December 2, 
so we haven’t got much 
time. 

“We don’t have to receive 
the cash straight away as 
long as we have pledges to 
cover the costs. We would 
like to know by this 
weekend whether we are 
likely to get enough.” 

The public inquiry is 
expected to be held next 
February.

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Police object to club’s 
late-night Christmas bid 


POLICE are opposing a 
nightclub's bid to stay open 
until 5am for one night 
between Christmas and 
New Year. 

Innocence in High Street, 
Newmarket, has applied to Forest 
Heath District Council for a 
temporary event notice to allow it 
to stay open beyond its normal 
closing times of 3.30pm. But 
police have objected because of 
the extra burden it would cause 
by having officers on duty to deal 
with public order problems. 

Pc Alex Waller, licensing officer, 
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said, in a written objection to the 
council, that a precedent could 
be set if the application was 
granted on the night of Sunday, 
December 27, going into the 
morning of December 28. 

She said that the town’s other 
club, De Niro’s, was licensed until 
4am but would be closing at 2am 
that night. 

She added that officers had 
previously discussed the issue 
with management at Innocence 


and had thought there had been 
an agreement that the club would 
close at 4am - the same time that 
De Niro’s could stay open to. 

But she said Innocence had 
insisted on applying for 5am 
closing, leaving the police with 
“no alternative” but to object. 

The club has set a capacity of 
499 for the night. Ben fames, from 
the club, indicated in the licence 
application that the bars would 
close at 4.30am. 

The district council’s Licensing 
Act sub-committee is due to 
consider the application tomor¬ 
row. 


Jeacock readers raise cash for charities

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Homeless at 16 and pregnant 
at 18, but Emilee started afresh 



S ITTING in a 
Cambridge cafe, 
sharing a slice 
of cake with her 
gorgeous little girl, 
Emilee McNeilly 
couldn't be happier. 
She clearly loves 
being a mum to 
Amarni, 3. And she's 
just fulfilled a 
lifelong ambition, to 
win a place at 
university 
But Emilee hasn’t 
always been this happy. 
Having walked out of her 
mum’s house at 16, she fell 
pregnant at 18 and by the 
age of 19 was trapped in a 
violent relationship - 
which left her bruised, 
battered and fearing for 
her life. 

“There was a time 
when I found it hard to 
just get out of bed,” 
admits Emilee, 22. 

“Going through 
something like that really 
knocks it out of you; it 
knocks your confidence. I 
had no direction, nothing 
going for me... At least 
that’s how I felt. 

“But you just have to 
keep on trying. I realised 
that I wanted to achieve 
something with my life, 
that I didn’t want to just 
drift along -1 wanted to 
go out there and find my 
own path. I’m on that 
path now, and it feels

brilliant.” 

In the last three years, 
Emilee has changed her 
life beyond all 
recognition. Showing 
true strength of 
character, she’s gone 
from being a cowed 
victim of domestic abuse 
to a star student, set for a 
high-flying career. 

Her achievements were 
recognised when, earlier 
this month, she was 
shortlisted for a Prince’s 
Trust Young Achiever 
Award. 

“The ceremony was 
amazing,” she says, with 
a smile. “Prince Charles 
couldn’t be there himself, 
but he sent a video 
message congratulating 
us all; that made my 
night!” 

Emilee, who grew up in 
Bedford, admits she 
didn’t have the happiest 
of childhoods. Her 
younger brother was 
born with Prader-Willi 
Syndrome, a genetic 
condition which causes 
all kinds of disabilities. 

“His behaviour was 
often challenging and, 
when you’re only little, 
things like that are hard 
to understand,” she says. 
“And then my parents 
divorced when I was 7. 
My dad moved away and 
there was quite a lot of 


tension between me and 
my mum...” 

Things came to a head 
when, aged 16, Emilee 
sneaked out to a club one 
night, breaking both her 
mum’s rules and a strict 
8.30pm curfew. 

“She found out and 
went mad,” explains 
Emilee. “That was our 
last argument. I said 
‘That’s it, I’m leaving’ and 
she said ‘Well that’s good: 
we’re not getting on. I 
want you gone by the 
time I get back from 
church’. By the time she’d 
come back, I’d packed my 
bags and was gone. For 
the next two years we 
hardly spoke; I only saw 
her twice in all that time.” 

Emilee was in the 
middle of studying for 
her GCSEs. “I’d been 
predicted good grades; 
an A in Geography,” she 
remembers. “Then all 
this kicked off and I 
didn’t do any revision at 
all... My teachers were 
great: one of them even 
came to pick me up for 
an exam. But I got all Ds, 
and that was just for 
turning up, really.” 

During her exam term, 
Emilee moved in with a 
school friend - but they 
fell out. She spent the 
next two years staying 
with one friend after 
another and then, a week 
before she turned 18, she 
realised she had nowhere 
left to go. 


Forced to apply for a 
hostel place, Emilee was 
given a bed straight away. 
But she remembers 
feeling really frightened. 

“I thought it was going 
to be full of drugs and 
tough people,” she 
recounts, with a wry 
smile. “There were some 
drugs and some alcohol 
in there, but actually the 
staff were really nice - I’m 
still in touch with some 
of them now.” 

Soon after moving into 
the hostel, Emilee fell 
pregnant. “When I first 
found out I felt numb, to 
be honest,” she recalls. “It 
was a bit of a shock. Me 
and her dad hadn’t been 
together very long and it 
wasn’t a stable 
relationship. 

“For the first week or so 
I didn’t tell him; when I 
did he said he didn’t want 
me to keep the baby, but I 
knew I wanted to keep 
her. We had a lot of 
arguments. I’d never 
really wanted to have 
kids, funnily enough, but 
when I got pregnant that 
changed.” 

Transferring to a 
special mother and baby 
hostel in Bedford, Emilee 
says her relationship with 
her now-ex-boyfriend 
deteriorated fast. “That’s 
when he became 
violent,” she says. “He 
lashed out at me during 
an argument; over time, 
the violence became

more frequent. He 
punched me in the 
stomach while I was 
pregnant, tried to 
strangle me, hit me with 
a metal bar on my legs... 

“I moved out of the 
hostel - because I 
thought if they saw 
bruises on me they might 
call in social services - 
and went into a flat. My 
ex found out where I was 
and came round, saying 
that he wouldn’t leave. 

“Things got quite 
scary. Early one morning, 
about 6am, we had a 
really bad argument. 
Amarni was really small 
and she’d been crying; 
having a new baby is 
stressful. Things just 
blew up. I tried to get out 
of the house, but he 
locked the front door and 
then came at me... 

“Two weeks later he 
punched me right in the 
face. Amarni was at her 
nan’s, so I just ran out of 
the house and straight to 
the police station.” 

Emilee’s ex was later 
arrested, charged and 
convicted of physical 
abuse. He was sentenced 
to five months in prison. 

“That’s when I came to 
Cambridge, to a women’s 
refuge,” explains Emilee. 
“They didn’t tell me 
where I was going until 
the last minute. A taxi 
just arrived for me and I 
got in, all my stuff in 
bags... It was horrible to 
start with; I’d been in 
Bedford my whole life, it 
was all I knew.” 

Emilee says it took at 
least six months for her 
to stop feeling afraid all 
the time - and start 
looking to the future. 
Thanks to the team at the 
refuge, she got in touch 
with Cambridge charity 
Romsey Mill, set up to 


help marginalised young 
people and families. 

Advised to return to 
education, Emilee went 
on to take five GCSEs at 
Cambridge Regional 
College. As a single mum 
- who had to cycle an 
hour each way, to and 
from college, every day - 
it wasn’t always easy. But 
Emilee says she 
genuinely enjoyed 
studying again. And she 
scored top grades in her 
final exams - including 
an A* in photography. 

“That really boosted 
my confidence,” says 
Emilee. “It made me 
realise I wanted to 
achieve something. Yes, 
there are times when I 
get really tired. When I

was biking to and from 
CRC, by the time I got 
Amarni to bed the last 
thing I felt like doing was 
coursework. But I was 
determined, and all the 
hard work was worth it.” 

Emilee says she would 
have struggled to 
complete her GCSEs, and 
her subsequent Access to 
Higher Education course 
(which led to her 
winning her place at the 
University of Bedford; 
she’s in her first year of a 
psychology degree), 
without support. 

She got a government 
grant to help cover the 


costs of childcare and 
The Prince’s Trust funded 
first a laptop, so she 
could do college work at 
home, and then a buggy 
for her bike, so she could 
transport Amarni to the 
childminder’s. 

“There was a time 
when I almost gave up, 
because my childcare 
funding didn’t come 
through,” Emilee 
remembers. “I wrote to 
David Howarth, my MP, 
and he sorted it. 

“I think, because I’m 
really determined, I 
would have found a way 
to keep going anyway. 

But people’s support 
made the whole thing so 
much easier. My goal 
now is to take education 
as far as I can: when I 
finish my degree, I 
definitely want to do a 
masters and then maybe 
a Phd, so I can be a 
proper clinical 
psychologist.” 

In sharing her story, 
Emilee hopes other 
young people, faced with 
troubles in their lives, 
will feel inspired to start 
afresh and build 
themselves a better 
future. 

“The message I want to 
get across is ‘You can do 
it’,” she explains. “You 
just have to keep on 
trying - and never give 
up.”

AS much as Gordon 
Ramsay might like to 
believe it, a liberal 
dusting of expletives is 
not the most vital thing 
in any kitchen. 

Neither is salt and pepper, 
as many TV chefs would 
have you believe, expensive 
olive oil, locally sourced 
ingredients, organic meat or 
that mezzaluna thing 
Nigella uses when chopping 
parsley. 

The most essential thing 
to have in any kitchen is 
good knife skills. 

You can know every 
classic recipe in the (cook) 
book, but if you can’t slice, 
dice, bone, chop, fillet, 
julienne, shuck and carve 
with the best of them, you’re 
making things very difficult 
for yourself. Honing your 
knife skills will not only save 
you time and effort, but 
make your Christmas dinner 
look picture-perfect. 

BASICS 


Sharpen your knives. Don’t 
be scared of them, though. 
There’s a strong argument 
that a sharp knife is actually 
safer than a blunt one. You 
don’t have to press as hard 
with a sharp blade, as it does 
what you want it to, 
therefore reducing the risk 
of slipping and injuring 
yourself. Always let the knife 
do the hard work for you, 
and never bend the blade. 
The knife should essentially 
be an extension of your 
hand. 

CARVING 

Possibly the most important 
technique on Christmas Day. 
Chris McLean, head chef at 
Peter Jones department 
store in London’s Sloane 
Square advises: “Don’t put 
the fork through the breast 
at this point, it ruins the 
meat and the juices will run 
out,” advises Chris. 

“Find the bone that 
separates the breast, then 
run you knife down 


underneath the meat, 
following the line of the 
carcass, cutting the meat 
away from the bone until 
you have removed the breast 
in one piece. Repeat this step 
on the other side. 

“Now find the joint in one 
of the legs between the thigh 
and the body. Press the knife 
down firmly through the 
joint. This will be easy after 
roasting. You can either 
scrape the meat from the 
legs, or gnaw at them when 
they’re cold, Henry VIII style. 

“When you’ve taken both 
legs off, turn the carcass 
upside down, find the oyster 
and run your knife around it, 
doing your best to keep this 
tender piece of meat in one 
piece. 

You can then slice the 
breasts - width ways - and 
you’re done.Voila.” 

SPROUTS 

For this, you’ll need a sharp 
paring or small vegetable 
knife. Remove a couple of

the outer leaves and chop 
away a little of the stalk if it 
is too long. Then make two 
slices in a cross shape on the 
base. This evens up the 
cooking. 

POTATOES 

After peeling your potatoes - 
either in water or over a 
bowl of water as any dirt 
from the skin won’t stick to a 
wet spud - cut them in half. 

Then place the cut side 
down on the board and cut 
in half again. They should all 
be around the same size to 
ensure even cooking, but 
don’t cut them too small 
though, or they won’t stand 
up to part-boiling before 
roasting. 

PARSNIPS 

Peel your parsnips and top 
and tail them in the same 
way you would a carrot. 

Slice down the middle of 
the parsnip, lengthways, and 
then again so you now have 
four long quarters. Remove

■ At a meeting of Cheveley 
Parish Council parish councillors 
and those members of the public 
present were given brief details of 
a proposed affordable housing 
scheme for Cheveley by 
Catherine Shilton of 
Cambridgeshire ACRE, Oliver 


Cook of East Cambridgeshire 
District Council and Paul Sutton 
of Cheffins. 

They reported that a possible site 
for this had been identified at the 
instigation of the landowner. The 
parish council agreed to support 
a “housing needs” survey to be 
undertaken in Cheveley to 
establish whether there would be 
requirement for such a 
development. This was not 
applicable to the North Ward.

A classic 
dilemma 
for Tevye 


LOVE, identity and very big 
beards are on the agenda as 
Cambridge Operatic Society 
turns the clock back to early 
20th century Russia for its 
new production of the classic 
musical Fiddler on the Roof. 

In a Jewish village in early 1900s 
Russia, Tevye, a poor milkman with 
five daughters, struggles to 
preserve his family’s traditions in 
the face of a changing world.

Berry good ways to 
add colour in winter 


I f you're looking for 
colourful pots which will 
last a bit longer than a 
few shortlived pansies this 
winter, it’s worth shopping 
around for evergreen and 
berried shrubs and grasses. 

Garden centres are now awash 
with winter cherries (Solanum 
capsicastrum), bearing large 
bright-orange berries which look 
tempting but may not last too 
long outside unless you give them 
a really sheltered spot. 

A better bet for a splash of 
colour in a contemporary pot 
would be Callicarpa bodinieri 
‘Profusion’, a hardy shrub which 
produces bright purple berries in 
winter, standing out among 
underplantings of ivy and winter¬ 
flowering heather. 

Some shrubs last well in pots 
and can then be successfully 
grown in the garden. 

Skimmia ‘reevesiana’, a 
hermaphrodite producing vibrant 
red berries, looks wonderful in 
pots, as does its relative S. 
japonica ‘Rubella’, with its deep 
red flower buds, which can be a 
vibrant focal point in any 
container. 

If you transfer skimmia from 
their pots to your borders in 
spring and you want berries in 
future years, make sure you grow 
male and female plants together. 

‘Foremanii’ is female and 
produces large bunches of 
berries, while ‘Fragrans’ is male 
and recommended for its floral 
fragrance. 

Deep-coloured heucheras also 
remain pretty hardy over the

winter, contrasting well with 
variegated euonymus and 
seasonal accent plants including 
cyclamen from the Miracle Series, 
which will flower for weeks and 
tolerate mild frosts. 

Viburnum tinus is another 
reliable evergreen shrub which 
can comfortably fill a winter pot. 
Its buds reveal a dark pink tinge 
when they open, later lightening 
to pure white as the flowers open 
between late winter and early 
spring. 

When planting your winter 
pots, buy a container labelled 
‘frost-proof’ rather than ‘frost- 
resistant’, which will withstand 
the British weather more 
effectively. Line the inside of the 
pot with plastic bubble-wrap to 
prevent compost from freezing 
and damaging the roots, but don’t 
cover the drainage hole. 

Line the base of the pot with 
crocks or chunks of polystyrene 
to ease drainage. 

Half-fill the pot with compost. 
For permanent plantings of 
shrubs and perennials, use a soil- 
based compost such as John 
Innes No 3, which holds on to 
water and nutrients well while 
encouraging good air movement 


and drainage. Sit the rootball of 
your main plant about 2.5cm 
below the container rim, initially 
sitting the plant in its pot in the 
container to gauge the right 
depth. 

Knock your plant out of its pot 
and position it in the container, 
holding it steady as you add more 
compost to secure it, and raise the 
level of compost to suit the other 
plants. 

Many people forget about 
grasses in the winter, but it’s a 
time when they can come into 
their own in pots, adding huge 
architectural value and texture to 
the scene. And you can always 
transplant them into your garden 
when winter is over. 

Sculptural grasses such as Carex 
comans ‘Bronze form’ can make a 
striking formal feature, while tall 
containers look great with sword¬ 
like phormiums and sedges, 
mixed with the cascading foliage 
of carex. They are extremely low 
maintenance and highly visual, 
particularly in winter when not 
much else can steal the limelight. 

Alternatively, use a tall grass 
planted in a pot on its own, such 
as Stipa gigantea, a densely-tufted 
evergreen type that’ll look great 
on a frosty morning and wave in 
the slightest breeze. 

Of course, if you are a flower fan 
and want to make the most of 
winter blooms, you could plant 
up some hellebores in pots, which 
will provide a terrific display of 
foliage and flowers throughout 
late winter and early spring, in 
shades of white, cream, yellow, 
green, pink and purple through to 
almost black. 

They do particularly well in 
partially-shaded areas. 

There’s really no reason that 
you can’t have beautiful winter 
containers of plants which you 
can transfer to beds and borders 
at a later date to give you pleasure 
in years to come. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Gaultheria (Wintergreen) 

You may see a lot of these small 
shrubs in garden centres bearing 
their colourful red or purple 
berries at the moment, and they 
can be easily grown in pots of 
ericaceous compost or in a garden 
with lime-free soil in partial 
shade. 

Gaultheria is most commonly 
seen as ground cover under 
rhododendrons or camellias, but 
if you want a taller variety you can 
choose G. shallon, which grows to 
1.5m, producing dark purple 
berries. 

Others, such as G. mucronata, 
are more suitable to add low- 
growing interest to containers or 
borders, with their large 
porcelain-like berries in shades of 
dark pink, red and white 
appearing in November. 

Male and female flowers are 
nearly always borne by different 
varieties, so you need to plant 
more than one type to be sure you 
will have berries. Female varieties 
include ‘Cherry Ripe’ and ‘Lilian’, 
while male types include 
‘Thymifolia’ or ‘Male’.
